Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applican'ts counsel contacted the undersigned to request that the 
Examiner institute con-ection of applicant's specification connections of 6-14-2004 in response to the Examiner's non- 
compliant memorandum of 8/24/2004. During processing of this case the Examiner reviewed the case file further and 
found that the claim submission of 6/12/200 was in error insofar as certain of the original claims had been eariier 
amended and were no longer in original form, that no error in deference to 35 USC 251 had been stated (apparently 
due to misplacement by the PTO of a supplemental Oath filed 6-21-2004, and that no surrender of the patent had 
been made. Accordingly it was agreed that these latter three issues as well as the specification change revision be 
effected by the applicant via an additional one month extension of the prior response period mailing date of 8/24/2004 
up to 10/24/2004 . 
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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview v\rith an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11 , 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business writh the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviev\/s. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability. 

Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each Interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed during the 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 81 2.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate, A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner.

Pursuant to a series of conversations beginning 9-2-2004 between the Examiner and Remus Fetea of the firm of record,and initiated 
by counsel to expedite the case, it was discovered that the Examiner could not effect changes to the specification correcting the 
format deficiency noted in the prior PTO 90 memorandumof 8/24/2004 since the PTO had not received and entered the supplemental 
oath identifying error imder 35 USC 251 which applicant filed 6/21/2004 and the claim set filed 6/12/2002 was in error regarding 
form of the originally filed claims of the patent which had been amended 6/12/2002 and could not be presented in the original form, 
and finally no surrender of the patent had been made. Applicant agreed to remedy the first three and to ascertain if as of the response 
mailing the literal patent currently needs be surrendered or the ofifer-of-surrender suffices. 

The prior response period is agreed to extend an ADOrriGNAL ONE MONTH from the 8/24/2004 mailing date of the prior 
memorandum.
